1 . A full response to the applicant's amendment of 12/03/2003 will be forthcoming 
following an election of a species as outlined below. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1, the embodiment wherein the successful bid determining means 
determines that the article be sold at the higher price determined by comparing the 
highest price received by the prior bid receiving means and the highest price received 
by the bid submission receiving means, as claimed in applicant's claim 4. 

Species 2, the embodiment wherein the successful bid determining means 
determines a successful bid price bv adding the unit price to the highest price of the bid 
submission received by the bid submission receiving means , as claimed in claim 5 and 
in claim 10. 

Species 3, the embodiment wherein the successful bid determining means 
determines a successful bid price bv adding the unit price to the starting price , as 
claimed in claim 6 and in claim 1 1 . 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 3 is generic.
